The authors reach the conclusion 
that armament makers have been 
instrumental in disrupting all of the 
recent disarmament conferences and 
peace ‘movements, and are actively 
fomenting war scares. 

“Merchants of Death” is by H. C. 
Englebrecht, associate editor of The 
World Tomorrew, a magazine, and 
F. C. Hanighen, biographer and pw- 
blicist. “Iron, Blood and Profits” -is 
the work of George Seldes, one-time 
European correspéndent for North 
American newspapers and author of 
“The Vatican: " Yesterday—Today — 
Tomorrow.” 

“The world war,” 
brecht and. Hanighan, authors vf 
the first-named volume, “demon- 
strated the great importance of 
nickel in German armaments. Ger- 
many have no nickel resources, Hence 
the importance of the reports from 
Canada that Holland bought six 
times as much Canadian nickel in 
oxide and three times as much fine 

ickel in the-first three months of 
1933 as in the corresponding period

of 1932. /The only explanation of- 
fered for this - phenomenon is that 
the nickel is in transit to Ger- 
many.” ae 


It is recalled that during the last 
war the British government imposed 
a rigid check on the exports 02f 
Canadian nickel, doing every thing 
possible to prevent its turning up in 
Germany. “They refused to permit 
sales even to the United States,” 
the book asserts, “unless its use in 
that country was proved.”

_ These two books made it appear 
‘that it would be more correct to suy 
that eight persons want war--the 
dictators of the armament combines 
which control the world _ munitions 
business. Most important of these 
it is revealed, are Sir Basil Zaharoi, 
Greco-British super-salesman = of 
death, and little known Eugene 
Schneider, president of the Schneider 
Creusot Co. ; 

Engelbrecht and Hanighan assert 
that some of Hitler’s financial suppor! 
was derived from Schneider, «ho 
controls two powerful Paris now:- 
papers which constantly warn their 
readers of the “danger of disar.n«- 
ment” and of the menace of G>y- 
many. Thus, they state, “M. Schoei- 
der is in a positon to pull two 
strings, one linked to Hitler & Ger- 
man militarism; the other tied to 
the French press and French miltur 
ism.” 

They show that the most import- 
ant and largest aims making coun- 
try today is France, where the ‘Schnei 
der gropp of industrialists dominates 
the munitions business. Great Brit 
ain’s ‘arms industty, concentrated 
largely in the hands of Zaharoff and 
the Vickers-Armstrong interests, is 
a close second to that of France. 
Czechoslovakia is third, because of 
the Skoda works, also controlled by 
Schneider, and the United States is 
fourth, 

In “Merchants of Death,” failure 
of the 1982 session of the disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva is direct- 
ly attributed to the machinations of 
the French Schneider and British 
Vickers+Armstrong interests. Failure 
of the Geneva naval reduction parley 
is credited to William B. Shearer, 
paid representative of three Americ- 
an shipbuilding concerns. The authors 
recall testimony that when European 
journalists’ referred to Shearer as 
“the man who broke up the confer- 
ence,” he proudly sent clippings to. 
his backers. They also declare; . 

“The American arms makers have 
employed the Navy League to. pre-. 
vent naval disarmament. 

“More than half the founders cf 
this energetic league were gentle- 
men whose business would bénefit by 
large naval appropriations.” .

Trapper Brings Tale Of Wanton 
.~ Destroction From North | 
Bringing stories of terrific -on- 
slaughts made by roving packs of 
wolves while the caribou were mi 
grating, Edwin Sunquist, trapper of 
the sub-Arctic, reached The Pas, 
Manitoba, following nine months of 

travel west. of Churchill. 

Sunquist with his partners, John 
Ivanchuk and Charles Hendren, left 
last July with supplies for winter 
trapping 165 miles north of Brochet. 

They travelled by canoe, ‘and 
reached their headquarters on Oct 11, 
During the trip they saw no caribou, 
But on the morning after their ar- 
rival, they went outside to find the 
migrating herds passing their door.

Donated His Work And Instrument

After four years’ work Thomas J. 
Hoskins, blacksmith, motor engineer 
and organist, is completing a pipe 
organ in Pentre, Wales.

1 as dwelling houses, barns, 

ables and other farm buildings, is 
placed at $24 per acre in an estimate 
recently issued by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. This shows no change 
since 1932. Average farm land 
values range from $63 per acre ih 
British Columbia to $16 per acre in 
Manjtoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. 

Average values placed on farm 
livestock are: Horses, $52; milch 
cows, $31; other cattle, $1%; ‘sheep, 
$4; swine, $8.89. The changes from 
1932 values are slight except in the 
case of swine, which have almost 
doubled, having increased from $4.73 
to $8.89. In the same period the 
average value of wool increased from 
five to ten cents a pound. Total 
value of all farm ‘livestock in 1933 
amounted to $403,135,000, an increase 
of about $27,500,000 over 1932. The 
value of farm poultry is placed at 
$33,456,000, a slight falling-off from 
the value in the previous year. 
‘Average wages of farm hands dur- 
ing the summer season were $17 per 
month for men and $10 per mon 
for women, board and lodgings, in 
both cases, being furnished by the 
employer. Counting in the value of 
board the average wages for men 
were $32 per month and for women 
$22: per. month.

Strong exception also had 
been taken by the opposition, he 
said, to part two, which left it to 
a particular group appointed to in- 
vestigate and determine what was to 
be -an offence. 

“Iam glad to notice the govern- 
ment had taken account of the force 
of the exception taken to these 
clauses,” said Mr, King, “and is pro- 
posing to make a material change 
which will meet all that there was 
in the nature of opposition to that 
part of the measure. The govern- 
ment is proposing to do away with 
the word ‘determine’ and substitute 
the word ‘report’. 

“That means that when an investi- 
gation is held a report will be made 
by the investigators to the minister 
and to the government. The report 
will be public, and undoubtedly will 
be serviceable in helping to make 
more effective the law with regard 
to preventing the enhancement of 
prices or the restraint of trade which 
is unreasonable and unfair.”

London.—Two notable advances in 
British aviation were announced 
with the maiden flight of the Scylla, 
largest air liner in the world, and in- 
auguration of the first inland aerial 
mail service in the British Isles, to 
commence shortly. . 

The Scylla made her maiden flight 
to Paris. Built for Imperial Air- 
ways, she carries 39 passengers, two 
pilots, a wireless operator and stew- 
ard. She is powered with four 550; 
horsepower engines. The passengers 
are able to dine and hear radio pro- 
grams. 

The airmail service, to open in a 
few days, will run between Inverness 
and Kirkwell in the Orkney islands.

Sptaying with 
Bordeaux Mixture, or dusting . with 
specially finely ground sulphur is ad- 
vised. Sulpltiur dust will also protect 
hollyhocks and phlox from rust, if 
appKed when the disease first shows 
itself. An ordinary tin can with the 
top perforated like a salt shaker 
makes a good duster. Cut worms, 
which eat through newly set out 
plants at the base of the stem, are 
poisoned by spreading sweetened 
bran mixed with Paris green or 
special mixtures about the plants. 
Where there are only a few plants 
to protect provide same with paper 
collars. , 

While it is-important to get a por- 
tion of seed in early in order to 
stretch out the season as long as 
possible, this stretching car also be 
carried out at the other end of the 
business. Incidentally for those per- 
sons who start to sow their garden 
too soon there are a dozen people 
|who do not continue sowing late 
enough. In practically every section 
of Canada it is possible to continue 
planting such things as beans, spin- 
ach, radish/ lettuce, carrots, beets, 
and corn, fight up to July, and if

Game lacrease In Rockies 


Noted Guide Reports Larger Herds 
Of Goats And Deer 

Big game animals gre increasing 
in number in the hunting areas out- 
side of the boundaries of Jasper Na- 
tional Park, according to reports 
form park wardens.and from hunters, 
received by C. K. Howard, head of 
the tourist department of the Cana- 
dian National Railways, Montreal, 
which handles hunting and fishing 
activities in the Dominion. 

Jack Brewster, noted big game 
guide and outfitter of Jasper, reports 
that in two trips with hunting 
parties last fall he encountered 1,154 
big game animals, including bunch of 
104 Rocky Mountain goats and 8&7 
bighorn rams in addition to caribou, 
moose, deer and other game. Both 
parties of hunters secured full bags 
of trophies without difficulty. 


A new bait for grasshoppers is 
being tried out by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, oil being substi- 
tuted for molasses in mixing the 
bran and arsenic.

dents Is Between 5 And 6 P.M. 

Between 5 and 6 p.m. is the fatal 
hour for British road accidents, it 
was shown in an analysis of accidents 
released by the ministry of transport 
which has been much concerned with 
the increasing loss of life.
